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Dream Season Defined by Dedication

The bruises and cuts may have hurt even more by 
Sunday, but in the long term, each and every welt should 
remind the members of the Old Rochester Regional Youth 
Football 12-and-under team of what they accomplished. 

At one point this fall, the Bulldogs were 2-3, 
and one more loss would have canceled them out of 
playoff contention within the Rhode Island & Southern 
Massachusetts league. That is where the players pivoted 
their campaign with a commitment to improve for 
improvement's sake. 

“Hard work pays off” became the Bulldogs’ 
slogan, and the 12U’s began reaping its rewards, winning 
their final three regular-season games by the maximum 
33-0 count, then scoring playoff victories over Dighton- 
Rehoboth and, in the RISMA Super Bowl, Edgewood 
(Cranston, Rhode Island.) 

The Pop Warner Regionals brought continued 
success and flowed like gravy over mashed potatoes 
until Saturday, when a much larger team from Hamden, 
Connecticut, stood in their way to a December trip to 
Orlando, Florida, for the national tournament. 

That trip would be earned by the green-and- 
gold Hurricanes, and the disappointment was written on 
the faces atop the white jerseys with the black numbers 
outlined in red. It was difficult for the Bulldogs to feel the 
pride that should go with the fact no other Massachusetts 
team had gone this far in 2022. 

“They live in the moment so much they would 
think this season was somehow a failure. We played 
incredible,” said Head Coach Dave Medeiros, who 
defiantly repeated to his players as the game clock 
spun down, “This game does not define your season. 
Remember who you are. You are champions.”

The 35-0 final score was unkind but largely the 
result of desperate plays and arguably amplified by two 
questionable ones. 

The ORR defense gave up only two touchdowns, 
one on a drive materially altered by a missed call ona 
brilliant, two-man tackle by James Devoll and Chase 
Mills, and the other during the game’s waning seconds. 

Hamden’s other three scores were the product 
of the Hurricanes’ defensive curtain and the Bulldogs’ 
desperate attempts to somehow penetrate it. 

“It’s definitely not on Giovanni, he tried his best, 
said Medeiros of his quarterback, Gio Scherer. 

Early on, the ORR defense was equally dominant, 
with a three-and-out to begin the game. On Hamden’s 
next possession, Devoll sacked quarterback Lawrence 
Richardson for a seven-yard loss. On third-and-15 from 
the Hamden 40-yard line, Nicholas Giokas leapt to 
intercept a downfield pass, giving ORR the ball. ORR’s 
Wyatt Churchill was injured blocking on the play and left 
the field. 

Things were looking up for the Bulldogs, 
especially after Hamden went offsides, setting up a 
first-and-5, but a fumble was recovered by Hamden’s

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Christopher Napoleon Jr. and returned for the first 
touchdown of the game. Big running back Corey Smith 
ran the point-after into the end zone for a 7-0 Hamden 
lead with 3:20 remaining in the opening quarter. 

Scherer stayed cool in the pocket and threw to 
Benji Baptiste for first-down yardage on ORR’s next 
possession. Scherer would hand off to Connor Nelson 
for three yards and then pass to him for nine more, but 
Hamden again stalled the drive. 

Davon Hardy got Hamden started offensively 
with a 21-yard carry into ORR territory, then Aiden 
Deluz picked up his own fumble and ran 10 yards, then 
Napoleon ran eight more to the ORR 30. Napoleon’s 
ensuing TD run was negated by a holding penalty, 
but Joshua Johnson took a pass 19 yards, and it took a 
touchdown-saving tackle by Nelson to bring him down at 
the ORR four-yard line. 

Jakyi Wright would break three tackles to find the 
end zone and make it a two-score game. 

Midway through the second quarter, Scherer 
connected with Nelson for a 14-yard gain to get the 
Bulldogs going offensively, but Scherer’s right leg got 
hit on a keeper, and he was temporarily forced to the 
sidelines. 

On fourth down, Devoll made the noisiest block 
of the game, injecting some much-needed energy into the 
Bulldog bench. That energy translated back to the field 
when Benjamin Durocher and David Medeiros Jr. forced a 
Hamden fumble at the ORR eight-yard line with Medeiros 
falling on the ball. 

Back in the game, Scherer made two short passes, 
but on first-and-10 at the ORR 14, he couldn’t get rid of 
the ball fast enough to thwart a three-man blitz. The play 
was ruled a fumble, and Christopher Edwards ran it into 
the endzone for a 20-0 lead with only 1:10 remaining in 
the first half. 

The play changed the complexion of the game as 
the teams went to the break 21 points apart. 

Early in the second half, both teams would 
recover opponents’ fumbles, David Medeiros Jr. logging 
his second recovery to save a touchdown at the ORR two- 
yard line.

Educating and Beautifying 
Marion Garden Group and Marion Tree Committee

There is a partnership that has grown between 
two groups whose goals, while not the same, blend the 
very best in volunteerism for the beautification of their 
town: Marion Tree Committee and the Marion Garden 
Group. 

For several years now, the MGG has striven to 
place oases of flowers in previously neglected locations 
such as the traffic island at the intersection of Spring 
Street and Route 105 and the south side of Route 6 at the 
intersection of Front Street, where a grand welcome sign 
now greets passersby. And there are others that have 
sprung up along motorways, punctuating the seaside 
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community with resplendence in the form of flowers and 
greenery. 


Not only has the MGG planned floral portraits, 
the group has also planned numerous fundraisers to pay 
for these lavish improvements. No small task and one 
that requires a willingness to work diligently towards a 
common goal, adding floral motifs to previously forgotten 
locations, taking them from tired, even dilapidated scenes 
to living renaissance pictures. 

Founded in 1956 to further its members’ 
knowledge in all things gardening, the MGG now cares 
for window boxes and planters throughout the town, as 
well as welcoming and hosting guest speakers on topics 
of gardening interest. 
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Coming together with the MGG on November 26 
was the Marion Tree Committee. Also a volunteer group 
established by the Town of Marion decades ago to assist 
in the management and care of municipal shade trees, on 
this day they were all working shoulder to shoulder on a 
special project. 

MTC 
Chairperson and 
longtime member 
Margie Baldwin 
explained the 
importance of shade 
trees planted in the 
right location and 
the correct type of 
trees for municipal 
easements. Standing 
in Bicentennial Park, 
Baldwin said that 
decades ago, American | 
Elms had been 
planted but over time 
succumbed to Dutch 
elm disease, ultimately 
thinning the shade canopy to a shocking degree. She said 
that trees planted in the 1950s are also in trouble after 
years of severe pruning by electric utilities. 

The Tree Committee, along with the guidance and 
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assistance of Tree Warden Lee Gunschel and Highway 
and Parks Supervisor Jody Dickerson, has planted 25 
trees this year alone, stated Baldwin. Now the committee 
prepares to place permanent identification plates on the 
trees the town has planted, an impressive 24 different 
varieties. 

MGG Chairperson Suzy Taylor said that the 
group had assisted landscapers in the selection of 
planting and placement of floral specimens in front of the 
Town House and Elizabeth Taber Library. She said the 
group worked on window boxes located at the Marion 
Art Center and village center spaces. 

MGG and MTC member Sylvia Strand noted that 
the MGG purchased the tree tags for trees planted by the 
town in an effort to not only heighten the community’s 
awareness of tree species but also to work with educators 
in bringing a greater awareness of the importance of trees. 

Baldwin said that the Town of Marion has 
been recognized as a Tree City for over 20 years. To be 
recognized by the Arbor Day Foundation (established in 
1872) as a Tree City, a town must have tree bylaws and 
ordinances, have a tree board, spend municipal funds on 
trees and offer community-based programs that celebrate 
Arbor Day. 

Baldwin also noted that when selecting locations 
for tree planting, the town will oftentimes need the 
cooperation of private property owners, as overhead 
utility wires, watering of newly planted trees and 
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roadways must factor in the consideration given to a 
planting spot. 

Asmall sampling of the types of trees Marion 
has planted include (common names) Princeton Elms, 
Sycamore, Cherry Tree, Red Chestnut, Ash, Redbud and 
Willow Oak. 

The MGG and MTC members fanned out across 
Spring Street to Sippican School, where a number of trees 
have been planted giving the school building a more 
harmonious appearance with nature. And here’s a fun fact 
about the tree tags: They are designed with a spring action 
so that as the tree’s trunk thickens, the identification plate 
will not breach the bark.

There might not have been a wintery bite to 
weekend’s breezes or snow on the ground, but it wasn’t 
needed to make the Festival of Trees 2022 a holiday treat. 
For a few years now (skipping the obvious winter of 
pandemic constraints), the Friends of the Marion Council 
on Aging has held a Festival of Trees and other seasonal 
goodies at the Cushing Community Center. 

The concept is simple: Christmas trees, this

and raffled off. Also available was a variety of vendor 
tables offering everything from fine jewelry to holiday 
decorations.

Marion Maintains Single Tax Rate

Pat DeCosta represented the Marion Board of 
Assessors for a continued public hearing before the Select 
Board on November 22, the hearing for tax classification. 

“Based on the town being 93% residential, it 
would be a big burden on the businesses to split the tax 
rate and (have) very little impact on the residential, so 
the Board of Assessors would recommend - it’s called the 
‘Residential Factor of 1,’ which is the single tax rate,” said 
DeCosta. 

“I think the single tax rate is good, and I think 
we should be inviting commercial businesses into town. 
That’s one way to kind of help them,” said Select Board 
Chairman Randy Parker. 

“It also keeps the ones we have,” said Select 
Board member Norm Hills. 

Select Board member Toby Burr agreed, and the 
board voted unanimously to support DeCosta’s proposal 
for a single tax rate for the next year. 

The meeting opened with the appointment of 
Sommer Cardoso to the Marion Police Department. 

In advocating for Cardoso’s appointment, Chief 
of Police Richard Nighelli told the Select Board that 
Cardoso graduated in July 2020 from the Massachusetts 
Police Training held at the Cape Cod Police Training 
Academy. 

She has served on the New Bedford Police 
Department, has worked as a counselor in the Freetown- 
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Lakeville School Department and interned with the 
Marion Police Department while earning her associates 
degree at Bristol Community College. 

“I guess that’s the way we measure success of a 
program when people come back and want to work for 
us,” said Nighelli with a smile. 

The board voted to appoint Cardoso to a one- 
year, probationary period as a full-time police officer 
effective December 11. 

Parker noted that the generator pad has been 
installed at the Town House, and the retaining wall is 
being installed behind the Cushing Community Center, 
part of the center’s expansion. “We’re actually doing that 
in-house with the (Department of Public Works.) Shaun 
(Cormier) is overseeing that,” Parker reported. 

“Hopefully, that can save us in the long run,” said 
Interim Town Administrator Judy Mooney, the town’s 
Finance director. Mooney noted that the experience of 
putting in the foundation will be beneficial for the DPW 
and for the town as well from a cost standpoint. 

Executive Assistant to the Select Board Donna 
Hemphill said progress is being made on correspondence 
for the many license renewals that are coming up around 
town. Parker has been participating in that outreach effort 
to avoid a bureaucratic logjam. 

The Marion Holiday Party will be held on 
Wednesday, December 7, from 6:00 pm to 8:00 pm at the 
Cushing Community Center. For the sake of a head count, 
the town is requesting RSVP emails by Friday, December 
2, to dhemphill@marionma.gov. 

The Festival of Trees, which was opened on 
Saturday at the community center, remains open until 
Thursday, December 8, when raffle winners will be 
drawn. 

The Christmas Stroll through Marion village will 
be held on Sunday, December 11, beginning at 3:00 pm 
and running to 5:30 pm. Donations are sought to support 
the event, which has a Facebook page. 

Mooney announced a Santa event to be held on 
Saturday, December 4, from 11:00 am to 1:00 pm at the 
community center. The preregistration deadline passed on 
November 25. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Wednesday, December 7, at 5:00 pm at the 
community center prior to the town’s Holiday Party. 


Clerical Duplication Stalls Certificate 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

During the November 28 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission, a request for a 
Certificate of Compliance from one applicant, Farland 
Corporation, was tabled, given that another property 
owner was using the same Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection file number. 

Farland requested that a Certificate of 
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Compliance be issued for 16 Nantucket Drive. However, 
a home built at that address by Armand Cotelleso also 
appears to be using the same DEP file number. Chairman 
Mike King stated, “I think something happened during 
the closing,” that caused the two developers to use the 
same number. “We’ll table this until we can get some 
clarification.” 

A Certificate of Compliance was issued to Debbie 
Blais, 44 Pico Beach Road. 

Earlier in the proceedings, a Request for 
Determination of Applicability filed by Chase Wingate, 
42 River Road, for the installation of sewer lines for 
connection to the municipal sewer system was approved. 
Rich Ricco of Field Engineering explained that a minimum 
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number of trees would be cleared, including three 
diseased pines. A Negative Box 3 determination was 
issued. 

A Notice of Intent filed by Chapman Dickerson 
and Melanie Dixon, 6 River Road, for the construction 
of a pool cabana, residential addition and shed was 
represented by Rick Charon of Charon Associates Inc. 

Charon gave details relevant to the Mattapoisett 
River front wetlands located throughout the property 
and his client’s efforts to keep all construction as far away 
from resource areas as possible. Charon also noted that 
construction will not impede wildlife movement in and 
around the riverfront area. The entire parcel predates the 
establishment of the riverfront act, Charon stated. The 
project was conditioned. 

The commission conditioned the Notice of Intent 
filing brought by Daniel Chase, 0 Nicky’s Lane, for the 
construction of a roadway and associated drainage 
features. 

At the end of the meeting, the long list of 
enforcement orders and/or complaints lodged with the 
commission’s office were all deemed in some state of 
follow-up and acted upon by property owners. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for Monday, 
December 12, at 6:30 pm. 


Seawall to See Repairs 
Marion Conservation Commission

Marion Trust #1, Michael Craffey, is allowed 
to repair an existing seawall and remove invasive 
phragmites at 522 Point Road after the Marion 
Conservation Commission issued an Order of Conditions 
during its November 16 public meeting. 

“I appreciated all the description that Dave 
(Davignon) gave us, the methodology. Having seen the 
plans, I feel pretty good about it,” said commissioner Emil 


Assing in proposing conditions for approval. “I thought 
it was pretty good that they included some siltation 
fencing.” 

Assing proposed conditions addressing storm- 
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damage protection, as well as habitat, flood control and 
protection of fisheries. He recommendation reinstalling 
erosion controls. 

Conservation Commission Chairman 
Jeff Doubrava called the plan “clear, defined and 
measurable.” 

Representing Craffey, David Davignon of 
Schneider, Davignon & Leone Inc. explained that the 
work to occur on the lot at 522A Point Road based on 
the NOI filed six months ago has been updated after the 
applicant engaged a firm to conduct a survey and forma 
plan. 

The applicant sought a three-year Order of 
Conditions. 

The survey, said Davignon, identified salt marsh 
to the east and west of the pier at Blankenship Cove, 
along with saltmarsh in multiple locations, a coastal bank 
and land under seawater. 

“The focus of the plan was maintenance of 
what he has for licensed structures along the shoreline,” 
Davignon told the commission. The stone seawall, he 
said, needs work on the north side of the pier, and the pier 
needs work on three sides. 

Davignon laid out a three-piece plan to 
permanently take care of the issue behind the seawall to 
the north. The plan proposed a trench and a 12-inch-thick 
concrete wall behind the seawall to be backfilled so as 
not to lose anymore soil through the seawall. That will 
involve excavating from the back of the seawall, which 
varies in height from 3.6 feet to 1.2 feet. 

Upon completion, the applicant plans to install 
an erosion-control barrier. Davignon said, based on a 
licensed plan from 1999, the area consisted of lawn, and 
the owner would like to restore it or use native plantings. 
An area of invasive plants will be used for a work site. 

In the last piece of the project, a chunk will be 
taken out of the southwest section of the pier. Some of its 
pieces have fallen into the cove. The method proposed 
would put granite blocks back in and mortar. Davignon 
said the pier seems to be solid except for that corner. 

The project will require a mini-excavator to clean out the 
corner where the seawall has come apart. 

The alternative, Davignon said, would be a barge 
to bring in and set two stones. Overall, the pier is not in a 
deteriorating situation. 

Qualifying his question as just a thought, 
Commissioner Shaun Walsh asked if the liner wall would 
cause any hydraulic pressure behind the wall and result 
in a washy area. Walsh suggested pipes. Davignon liked 
the idea but said it would require finding voids in the 
wall to slide in pipes. 

Davignon told Walsh leaving the stones in place 
would make sense for added protection. They agreed the 
stones would help against any wave action. 

Having made a site visit and observed water 
behind the wall, Assing asked if the wall construction will 
need more than one day during low tide. Davignon said 
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it will happen “piecemeal” and take possibly up to five, 
low-tide day cycles. 

Davignon said the contractor, Steve Fielding, has 
a lot of experience repairing seawalls. 

The grade will be returned to what is atop the 
seawall. Assing asked about the removal of vegetation. 

Davignon said, “It’s out-of-control invasives,” 
and said an excavator would scrape the area. 
No members of the community responded to the 
invitation to comment on the project, and the public 
hearing was closed. 

Jonathan and Jill Castle were voted an Amended 
Order of Conditions for the construction of additions to 
the existing residence along with the demolition of out- 
buildings and associated site work to include wings razed 
and rebuilt on new foundations at 406 Point Road. 

Representing the Castles, Rick Charon of Charon 
Associates said the project was originally approved in 
an extensive Order of Conditions in April, but he has 
since learned that there are structural problems with the 
existing foundation. The proposed solution atop a 100- 
foot buffer zone, coastal bank and flood zone is to tear 
down two-story wings measuring 290 square feet on one 
side and 330 square feet on the other. 

The replacement wings will be built upon new 
crawl spaces. 

A Request for Determination of Applicability filed 
by Peter and Laura Grauer for house reconstruction at 1 
Allen Street was voted a Negative Box 2 determination. 

A glitch in abutter notification prompted the 
Marion Lands Trust LLC to request a continuance in its 
application for an Amended Order of Conditions for the 
proposed development of a residential lot behind 369/371 
Wareham Street. The case was continued to December 14. 

Davignon made the commission aware that the 
applicant is continuing with a majority of previously 
permitted activity at the site, but he agreed to make the 
updated conditions clear to the commission in writing. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission will be held on Wednesday, December 14, at 
7:00 pm at the Police Station and also accessible live via 
Zoom. 


EMC Finds 20% Reduction Elusive 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
met on Monday and unanimously voted to approve a 
new mission statement meant to both encompass the 
traditional actions of the committee as a research-and- 
development department for the town’s cost cutters and 
identify with its more-recent focus as a think tank for a 
coastal community addressing the long-term ramifications 
of climate change. 

The statement reads: “The Energy Management 
Committee (EMC) develops and implements initiatives 
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to reduce greenhouse gas emissions from, and energy 
consumption by, Marion’s municipal, residential, 
commercial, industrial and institutional sectors.” 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev will bring the 
mission statement to town officials in an effort to get it 
posted on the committee’s page at marionma.gov. 

Meantime, the Town of Marion met its deadline to 
file its Green Communities Report. But EMC member Bill 
Saltonstall was not pleased to report that the town’s effort 
to reach the state-prescribed 20% energy reduction over a 
five-year period has, technically at least, regressed. 

“We lost some ground on our percentage (of 
energy reduction) ... we’re now sitting at 16.1% of the 
20(%) we wanted,” said Saltonstall, tracing the problem 
to a missed opportunity to report the data relating to the 
Silvershell Beach pumping station’s changeover from oil 
to natural gas. 

Saltonstall credited SRPEDD’s Danica Belknap for 
discovering the fact of the missing fuel data at Silvershell 
Pumping Station. 

“We slipped up, I guess, on making sure the 
new charges for gas were entered automatically for Mass 
Energy Insight,” he explained. “I’ve added all the data for 
the last year manually, but that data we hadn’t considered 
before.” 

According to Saltonstall, Marion used a lot 
more diesel and gasoline than the prior year as well. He 
anticipates the Police Department will request a new 
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vehicle and that EMC member Alanna Nelson should 
urge the department to request a hybrid model. Nelson 
agreed, citing potential grant funding. “And here’s the 
grant program that could help you pay for it. I can do 
that,” she replied. 

Opportunities for other photovoltaics on 
municipal properties were briefly discussed. 

“I went to the dump and I would sure like to 
see those panels out there,” said Saltonstall, whose son 
Will Saltonstall is the contracted architect for the new 
Department of Public Works operations center at Benson 
Brook. Bill Saltonstall told the committee he asked Will 
Saltonstall for the DPW roof plan so he can evaluate 
its potential for solar, but “they don’t have it yet. ... He 
promised it to me soon.” 

The Cushing Community Center’s expansion 
will include a roof capable of holding solar panels, but 
solar canopy over the parking lot at Sippican Elementary 
School is now considered unlikely. 

Calling it a cumbersome construction, Nelson 
said CVEC’s first impression is that with the price of 
steel increasing, finding a willing developer is a greater 
challenge. Alternative building materials were briefly 
discussed, and EMC member Tom Friedman said that 
concrete posts could potentially take some of the load 
normally carried by steel. Saltonstall said steel maintains 
an advantage because of the cantilever construction. 
“That's going to be hard to beat.” 

According to Saltonstall, the initial Green 
Communities report suggested that Marion could benefit 
from installing energy-efficient transformers at the DPW 
and at Sippican Elementary School. Member Jennifer 
Francis called it “a good project ... nicely contained.” 

Having swung for the fences with its proposal 
that the town commit to a ban on the use of fossil fuels in 
all new municipal construction, the EMC is augmenting 
that effort by expanding its discouragement of fossil-fuel 
burning to all new construction in Marion, including 
private projects. 

Francis suggested a letter go out to homeowners 
listing state-sponsored incentive programs to upgrade 
hot-water heaters and furnaces. “It would be good to have 
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any available conversion benefits. 

According to Nelson, Tabor Academy recently 
hosted a Community Outreach event with different 
organizations represented, and Nelson told the EMC 
after speaking with Steve Sanford of Tabor’s Finance 
Department that the school plans two car-charging 
stations earmarked toward day students. 

The committee is discontented by the loose 
ends it faces where it concerns its hopes to influence an 
increase in electric-vehicle charging stations in Marion. 

At the Town House, there are two spots dedicated 
for charging, but only one car can be hooked up at a time, 
it was reported. 

Ingerslev said the Cushing Community Center 
has a charging cable meant to be available to private 
citizens, but the parking spot there is typically occupied 
for the day. Nelson suggested finding out if priority 
parking at that space is “a matter of habit or a matter of 
policy.” 

It was not known during the meeting if the 
charging station near the harbormaster’s headquarters is 
working. Saltonstall said the harbormaster’s headquarters 
should be able to take a couple of charging stations, but 
he also said there is “not enough juice along Island Wharf 
Road.” Ingerslev said the EMC needs to make sure they 
install sufficient power when the Marine Center upgrades 
to a new facility. 

In discussing how Tabor’s facilities are a step 
ahead and representing “forward thinking,” Nelson noted 
that Tabor has replaced the old-school freezing formula at 
Travis Roy Rink and is now using natural gas as a safer, 
more energy-efficient method. 

When the Planning Board was vetting Tabor 
Academy’s new Student Center (library) presently under 
construction, Eileen Marum, a member of both the EMC 
and he Planning Board, requested five charging stations 
near the site, at the time citing Governor Charlie Baker’s 
plans for energy-reduction goals by 2030. 

“They were kind of holding back,” said Marum. 
“I also wanted them to run the wires for charging stations. 
It would save them a lot of money to not go back and dig 
up the streets. They thought that was too expensive. ... 
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But if they are moving ahead, that’s great news.” 

Negotiations are underway to establish a lease 
amount for the Benson Brook capped landfill solar project. 
According to Nelson, a net-metering issue is likely to limit 
the exploration of other options, making a straight lease 
the method through which the town will realize revenue 
from the project. 

The Marion Energy Management Committee is 
not scheduled to meet again until 2023. 


Production Plan on to Planning, Select Boards 
Marion Affordable Housing Trust

The Marion Affordable Housing Trust Tuesday 
night reviewed and approved its final draft of the town’s 
2020 Housing Production Plan. 

The document's goal is to update Marion’s 2015 
Housing Production Plan. Its intent is to detail a proactive 
strategy for the town to plan and develop affordable 
housing, starting with summarizing, “the main housing 
issues that Marion intends to address and identifies 
manageable, realistic tools for the job.” 

State law dictates that at least 10% of a town or 
city’s housing stock must be “affordable” before that 
community may rebuff a 40B development proposal. 
Marion is currently approximately 8.04% “affordable” 
housing, but with its first building permit the recently 
approved Heron Cove project will put Marion well over 
the 10% threshold. 

The new document notes that, in Marion, “324 
households are cost-burdened, and 203 households are 
severely cost-burdened, totaling approximately 28% of all 
households in town.” 

But it also notes the town already includes over 
100 subsidized housing units that make them more 
affordable, including 27 units at Marconi Village / Marion 
Elderly Apartments and 48 at Little Neck Village. 

Affordable Housing Trust Chairperson Terri 
Santos led the unanimous vote to approve the draft 
and noted the new plan must now be reviewed by the 
Planning Board and finally the Select Board. 

Clearly pleased with what the panel was 
approving, Affordable Housing Trust, Planning Board and 
Select Board member Norm Hills said this new plan is a 
simpler and straightforward one. 

Strategy number one in the new plan is to 
collaborate on “friendly 40B’s” in partnership with 
developers to produce affordable housing units. The other 
strategies are to pursue direct funding or partnerships to 
help preserve housing for vulnerable communities such 
as seniors, pursue top-priority zoning amendments and 
design guidelines such as a 40R Smart Growth Zoning 
Overlay District, negotiate deed restrictions and conduct 
leadership training to support these goals. 

The meeting began with reorganizing the 
Affordable Housing Trust. Santos was approved to remain 
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chair. Toby Ast became the new vice-chair and new 
member Susan Miller became board clerk. 

The trust set its next meeting for Tuesday, January 
10, 2023, at 6:00 pm.

Ihave come across a piece of Rochester history 
that presents me with a bit of a mystery. The picture with 
this article shows a water tower that appears to be made 
of wood. The photograph was in the museum collection, 
and on the back was a notation saying that the tower 
was located on Quaker Lane and was taken down in 
1984. It also mentions that there was a Standard Times 
article on May 9, 19 ?. Armed with that knowledge, I 
started looking for more information about the tower, but 
I couldn’t locate the article or anyone who could answer 
my questions. 

I did learn that 
the modern use of water 
towers began in the mid- 
1800’s, and by the late 
1800’s, standpipes began 
to have storage tanks. 

The original water tower 
builders were barrel 
makers who grew their 
craft to meet modern 
needs. 

The towers, like 
wooden barrels were held 
together with steel cables 
or straps. While gaps 
between the boards would 
leak when first filled with

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water, once the wood was saturated, it would swell and 
close the gaps. Towers had to have a minimum height 
of 20 ft. and diameter of 13 ft. The height of the elevated 
tank had to be high enough to pressurize its distribution 
system. 

Tanks might be used to hold potable water, 
provide emergency water to fight fires or act as a reservoir 
to be used when a water shortage occurred. Tanks were 
common along railroad lines where they were used to 
replenish water used by steam engines. 

I wonder if anyone knows who owned the 
pictured tank, how its water was used and when was it 
erected.

Women Talking. Starring Rooney Mara and Claire Foy. 
Directed by Sarah Polley. Running time: 104 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. Opens in theaters December 23. 

If you only have two choices, how much choice 
do you have? That’s one of many questions raised in 
Women Talking, a dialogue-driven drama about a group 
of Mennonite women trying to decide what to do: fight 
or flee. It’s recently been revealed that some of the men 
in the community have been dosing some of the women 
(and girls) with cow tranquilizer and raping them while 
they’re unconscious at night. The men responsible have 
been taken away, but they’Il be out on bail soon, and will 
come back to the colony — and to the women. Three 
initial choices are laid out for the women: Do nothing, 
stay and fight, or leave. The last two options finish in a tie, 
so eight of the women discuss whether to stay or go, and 
before long the notion of staying recedes into the distance. 

Women Talking is the third narrative feature 
directed by Sarah Polley (Away from Her, Take This Waltz), 
who seems drawn to material that shows people in all 
their unlovely complications. Bur her gaze is warm, 
not cold, and here she simply provides a space for the 
frequently voiceless to speak. What’s compelling about 
the drama, aside from the ticking-clock structure and the 
ghastly situation itself, is the various women’s responses 
to the assaults and to the realities of the aftermath. If 
they don’t forgive the rapists, they will be denied entry 
to Heaven. If they do forgive the rapists, how can that 
possibly please God? Why didn’t He stop the violence in 
the first place? And so forth. 

The movie, as well as the Miriam Toews novel 
it’s adapting, is based on an actual incident in a Bolivian 
Mennonite colony in 2011. Questions of faith are 
prominent in the women’s discussions, but don’t really 
dominate. Some of the issues, I guess, would be brought 
up ina less devout group of women. One particularly 
bitter abuse survivor, Mariche (Jessie Buckley), angrily 
asks another woman in the group why the assault seems 
to have affected her more than the others. It might seem 
an uncommonly callous thing to ask until you learn that 
Mariche is routinely beaten by her husband. The violence 
inflicted on her has blown out a large chunk of her ability 


to empathize with others’ pain. Not every victim is as 
kindly and “nice” as some would like them to be, and 
Polley knows this and shows it. 

Those with the patience to sit and listen will be 
rewarded with some top-notch performances; Polley even 
gets a subtly warm turn from Rooney Mara as Ona, whose 
encounter with a nighttime rapist has left her pregnant. 
Ona is also sweet on August (Ben Whishaw), a young 
man from an excommunicated family who has come 
to the colony as a teacher for the boys. (The girls aren’t 
taught to read or write.) I kept expecting August to turn 
out to be slimy, but no, Polley does believe “not all men” 
(a character even says it). Her film privileges women 
but is more concerned with what they choose to do with 
the information they’ve been given. One survivor has 
changed their name from Nettie to Melvin, and doesn’t 
speak to anyone except the children; a whole fascinating 
movie could be made about Melvin (played by trans 
nonbinary actor August Winter). 

It’s not a “likable” film — it’s grim, with some 
dots of humor — but I don’t think it was meant to be. It 
grapples with the subject of women in a society where 
their options are limited, and that subject expands beyond 
the literal scenario in a Mennonite colony the more we let 
the story wash around our brains. It’s jarring as hell when 
a truck drives slowly past the community’s house, blaring 
the Monkees’ “Daydream Believer” over a loudspeaker 
along with a voice encouraging the colonists to come 
out and be counted for the 2010 census. In a little touch 
typical of scripter-director Polley’s method here, the 
teacher August, who left the community for a while to go 
to university, sings softly along with the song, which he 
might remember from his time outside. The movie is built 
out of little human moments like that. If we’re waiting for 
the women to stop talking and start doing — as a century 
of male-steered movies have conditioned us to want — 
we might miss those moments, and the movie.

Marion Historic District Study Committee 

The Marion Select Board recently approved the 
request of the Marion Historical Commission to appoint a 
seven-member Local Historic District Study Committee to 
explore the possibilities of establishing a local historic district 
in the Marion Village area. 

This process is based on the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission’s provisions under MA General 
Laws, Ch. 40C. It will begin with public informational 
meetings about historic districts and why they are considered 
the national standard for protecting historic areas. There will 
be much opportunity for public input through meetings and 
resident surveys in order to develop a plan that considers all 
facets of concern in the community. Generally, it takes at least 
one year to complete the process. 

The first step in appointing the Study Committee 
is to review volunteer applicants and nominations from the 
AIA, MA Board of Realtors and Sippican Historical Society. 
Other fields of expertise that would benefit the committee 
include contractors, historians, architects, village property 
owners.
